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Fitzsimmons  receives  Distinguished 
Administrator  of  the  Year  Award

The  Alumni  Memorial 
Chapel  erupted  in  applause 
when  Reverend  Comrade 
Josef  Sellinger  announced 
that  Comrade  Jim  Fitzsim- 
mons had  won  the  just 
created  Distinguished  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Year 
Award.

of  the  newspaper. 

“The  former  editors  failed 
to  create  the  proper  ambience 
on  the  campus,”  he  said. 
“They  were  merely  disturbed

Comrade  Fitzsimmons  ad- 
ded that  the  troublesome 
editors  have  been  “taken  care 
of.”

fairs Josef  Yanchik  and  Com- 
rade Batman,  formerly  Com- 
rade Academic  Vice  Presi- 
dent Thomas  Scheye  with  his 
sidekick  Boy  Wonder, 
formerly  Comrade  Assistant 
to  the  Academic  Vice  Presi- 
dent Randy  Donaldson. 

The  comrades  said  that  the 
duties  of  the  Publiburo  are 
defined  in  Article  9, 
Paragraph  18  of  the  statute  of 
the  Communist  Party.

A periodic  memo  will  be 
issued  informing  club  officers 
of  the  majority  opinion  which 
they  will  abide  by,  with  the  full 
understanding  that  the 
Publiburo  may  have  to  insist 
on  policies  which  are  not 
wholly  acceptable  to  students. 

“Lastly,  as  the  highest 
authority  on  campus  policy 
and  publicity,  the  Publiburo 
will  hold  absolute  supremacy 
over  all  activities  and 
members,”  said  Comrades 
Batman  and  Boy  Wonder.

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Clownelly  elected  A-S-L-C/S-G- A/M-O-U-S-E 
president,  forbids  talent  shows

Comrade  Jim  Clownelly 
will  be  the  new  president  of 
the  A-S-L-C/S-G-A/M-O-U- 
S-E,  as  decided  in  the  mass 
elections  held  Wednesday. 
Comrade  Clownelly  ran  an 
unopposed  campaign  along 
with  his  running  mates  Vice 
President  for  Academic  Af- 
fairs Comrade  Ted  Miles  and 
Vice  President  for  Social  Af- 
fairs Comrade  Dora  Bankins. 

The  office  of  the  vice  presi- 
dent for  student  affairs  com- 
rade has  been  abolished  since 
the  Publiburo  has  taken  all 
responsibility  for  student 
clubs.  The  Publiburo  is 
chaired  by  Comrade  Jim  Fitz- 
simmons, recently  named 
Distinguished  Administrator 
of  the  Year. 

Comrade  Fitzsimmons  was 
commissariat  of  the  elections 
and  said  that  the  Publiburo 
revised  the  election  or- 
dinances so  that  the  can- 
didates could  run  unopposed.

SAGA  aim  to  feed  masses

Students  who  are  wonder- 
ing about  the  latest  campus 
inconvenience  - the  nar- 
rowed walkway  between  the 
athletic  field  and  the  construc- 
tion site  - will  soon  get  an 
answer  to  their  question,  “Ah 
geez,  what  now??”.

The  riot’s  violence  peaked 
when  several  administrators’ 
cars  were  overturned  and  fire 
hydrants  were  busted, 
blasting  and  inundating  the 
delirious,  massive  mob.  The 
road  crew  on  Cold  Spring 
Lane  attempted  to  smother 
the  heated  display  of  temper 
by  driving  an  armored  steam 
roller  down  Millbrook  Road 
followed  by  a guillotine  styled 
road  chopper  vehicle. 
Although  the  steam  roller 
operator  was  almost  pulver- 
ized by  lacrosse  sticks  and 
baseball  bats,  there  were  no 
fatalities  among  a few  other 
minor  injuries  when  the 
crowd  was  stopped  by  Securi- 
ty’s tear  gas  bombs. 

“They  (Comrade  Sellinger 
and  company)  just  push  us 
around  and  deprive  us  of  any 
outdoor  activities,”  com- 
mented one  angered  lacrosse 
player.  “I  think  that  they’re  a 
bunch  of  insensible  wise 
guys,”  bellowed  George 
Karas,  team  captain  of  an  in- 
tramural softball  team. 

Curley,  the  garden  projecfs 


proprietor,  responded  to 
students’  complaints  at  an 
open  forum  held  inside  the 
Evergreen  gymnasium.  “Wise 
guys,  eh?!?”  cried  the  high- 
pitched  nasal  voice.  He  then 
presented  a display  of  en- 
larged photographs  of  other 
former  astro-turfic  gardens, 
hoping  to  change  the  angered 
students’  minds.  “Here,  see 
this?...”  he  said  as  he  flashed 
the  photographs  onto  a large 
overhead  projector.  After- 
wards, witnesses  said  that  the 
crowd’s  anti-garden  attitude 
was  dissuaded  little  if  any. 

Comrade  Sellinger,  as  well 
as  Comrade  Curley,  have 
received  dozens  of  sabotage 
threats,  all  claiming  to  destroy 
any  efforts  made  toward  the 
garden’s  completion.  When 
asked  if  he  still  planned  to  go 
ahead  with  the  projected 
vegetable  garden  scheme. 
Comrade  Curley  replied, 
“Coint’nly!” 

Garden  guardians  will  be 
posted  24  hours  a day  around 
the  project  in  order  to 
discourage  vandalists  and  to 
stop  students  from  taking 
leeks  in  the  garden.

Four  percent  of  the  listeners 
preferred  classical  composi- 
tion. 

“This  is  quite  a shift  from 
the  last  music  poll 
conducted,”  said  Comrade 
Fitzsimmons.  “Last  time,  the 
people  chose  classical  music 
over  easy  listening  53  percent 
to  47  percent.” 

The  poll  asked  students  to 


list  their  musical  preferences, 
their  three  favorite  groups/ar- 
tists, their  three  least  favorite 
groups/artists,  their  three 
favorite  songs,  their  three 
least  favorite  songs  and  their 
three  favorite  albums. 

To  assist  students  in  mak- 
ing informed  choices.  Com- 
rade Fitzsimmons  said,  the 
personal  choices  of  the 
Publiburo  members  were 
distributed  with  each  poll. 

Leading  the  list  of  the 
favorite  group/artist  with 
1596  votes  was  Wayne 
Newton,  perennial  star  of  Las 
Vegas  stage  and  personal 
favorite  of  James  Watt.  Glen 
Campbell  ran  a distant  sec- 
ond with  568  votes,  while  the 
King  Family  brought  in  306 
votes.  The  remaining  17 
votes  were  write-ins  split 
among  Donny  Osmond, 
John  Denver  and  the  monks 
of  Mont  St.  Michel. 

“In  these  days  of  the  ex- 
cesses of  rock’n’roll,  it  was 
highly  pleasing  for  me  to  see 
our  students  reveal  such  a 
high  level  of  musical  taste,” 
said  Comrade  Fitzsimmons. 

Among  the  least  favorite 
groups,  the  Beatles  headed 
the  list  with  1679  votes,  the 
Police  with  444  votes  and 
Van  Halen  with  364  votes. 

Coincidentally,  the  group 


Van  Halen  also  owned  the 
campus’s  least  favorite  song. 
“Jump”  lead  the  list  with  an 
overwhelming  1976  votes, 
followed  by  Nena’s  “99  Luft- 
balloons”  with  376  votes  and 
“Girls  Just  Want  to  Have  Fun” 
with  137  votes. 

The  favorite  song  of  the 
campus  was  “Somebody’s 
Watching  Me,”  drawing  1743 
votes.  The  Mormon  Taber- 


nacle Choir’s  version  of  the 
Hallelujah  Chorus  from 
Handel’s  “Messiah”  came  in 
second  with  497  votes  and 
“Shanghai  Breezes”  held  247 
votes. 

The  students’  album 
choices  showed  a festive  holi- 
day spirit.  “The  King  Family 
Christmas”  roled  in  first  with 
1247  votes;  the  soundtrack 


from  the  John  Denver  and 
the  Muppets  Christmas 
special  drew  786  votes;  and 
the  “Osmond  Family 
Christmas”  brought  up  the 
rear  with  454  votes. 

“These  are  what  the 
students  want  to  hear,”  said 
Comrade  Fitzsimmons.  “And 
this  is  the  music  that  will  be 
played.”

The  Council  also  finalized 
plans  to  cancel  their  annual 
leadership  conference 
scheduled  for  the  weekend  of 
April  13-15. 


Comrade  President  Dora 
Bankins  cited  apathy  in  the 
present  administration  as  the 
reasoning  for  the  cancellation 
of  the  conference. 

“Well,  1 don’t  know  about 
the  rest  of  you  comrades,  but 
I dont’  plan  on  going  to  the 
conference.  That’s  the  same 
weekend  as  the  Scamps  con- 
cert,” she  said. 

The  conference  was 
cancelled  in  a 24-1  vote. 
Comrade  Talley  thought  the 
conference  might  be 
beneficial  to  the  Council. 

Comrade  Delegate  at 
Large  Steve  Sireci  said, 
“What’s  the  use  in  having  a 
leadership  conference? 
Nobody  ever  hears  about  it.

Comrade  Vice  President 
for  Academic  Affairs  Maura 
Lynch  reported,  “Things  are 
moving  right  along  with 
evaluations.

The  roach  patrol  is  not  only 
active  in  SAGA,  but  also  in 
the  standing  committees  of 
the  A-S-L-C/S-G-A/M-O-U- 
S-E.  They  hold  positions  on 
the  Food  Service  Committee, 


making  suggestions  on  im- 
proving food  quality;  on  the 
Andrew  White  Board;  and  on 
the  Rat  Board. 

Comrade  Treasurer  Keith 
Fitch,  a member  of  the  Rat 
Board,  said,  “The  roaches 
aren’t  very  helpful  to  the 
board.  They  drink,  get  drunk 
and  disrupt  our  meetings.  It’s 
no  wonder  the  Rat  has  to 
close  to  dry  out  its  regular 
customers.” 

Roaches  have  been  actively 
involved  in  coordination  of 
study  breaks  and  in  helping 
the  RA’s.  The  clean  up  after 
breaks  and  taste  the  donuts 
for  staleness. 

To  help  the  RA’s,  the  Resi- 
dent Life  Office  has  installed 
platoons  of  roaches  in  each 
apartment  and  dorm  com- 
plex. 


Comrade  Director  of  Resi- 
dent Life  Anne  Westrick  said, 
“1  thought  it  was  a great  idea 
for  comrade  students  to  room 
with  these  roaches,  especially 
at  Winniewood.”

Some  students  have  ex- 
pressed the  fear  that  forcing 
students  to  wear  identical 
clothing  will  have  the  effect  of 
robbing  them  of  a valuable 
means  of  expressing 
themselves. 

“It’s  absolutely  ridiculous,” 
commented  one  student, 
who  was  wearing  a red 
sweater,  white  turtleneck, 
khaki  pants,  and  docksiders. 
“Students  should  never  dress 
identically.  We’re  adults  now, 
after  all,  and  this  new  code 
will  deprive  us  of  an  impor- 
tant way  to  show  that  we  are 
individuals.” 

Her  companion,  who  wore 
a red  sweater,  yellow 
turtleneck,  khaki  pants  and 
docksiders,  agreed.

School  officials  have  ex- 
pressed the  idea  that  student 
fears  about  loss  of  in- 
dividualism are  unfounded. 
One  official  in  the  Records 
Office,  who  asked  not  to  be 
identified,  said  that  the 
change  in  student  attire  will 
not  affect  her  office’s  policy 
toward  students. 

“Of  course  nothing  can 
change  the  perspective  we 


now  have  on  the  students,” 
the  official  stated.

For  years,  Loyola’s  Political 
Science  Department  has  con- 
sisted of  three  professors,  but 
soon,  according  to  depart- 
ment chairman  Comrade 
William  Kitchin,  Political 
Science  will  finally  start  to  ex- 
pand.

The  new  additions  to  the 
Loyola  faculty  are  both  well- 
qualified  to  teach  here,  said 
Comrade  Kitchin.  (Huggy  is  a 
mixed  breed  with  traces  of 
Tibetan  terrier,  and  Mittens  is 
a purebred  Beagle.)  Comrade 
Huggy  holds  an 


undergraduate  degree  from 
Harvard  University,  and 
received  her  doctorate  in 
Latin  American  Politics  at  Ox- 
ford.

Comrades  Batman  and 
Boy  Wonder,  formerly 
known  as  Academic  Vice 
President  Tom  Scheye  and 
Assistant  to  the  Academic 
Vice  President  Randy 
Donaldson,  have  announced 
that  beginning  in  May  1984, 
all  students  will  be  required  tc 
serve  an  annual  three-month 
tour  of  duty  in  the  Soviet 
Union’s  submarine  navy.  The 
tour  of  duty  will  begin  on  May 
21  and  end  on  August  21 
every  year. 

“We  want  Loyola  comrades 
to  learn  a sense  of  duty,” 
Comrades  Batman  and  Boy 
Wonder  explained.  “We  think 
that  three  months  of  service 
on  a Russian  nuclear  sub- 
marine will  teach  Loyola 
comrades  some  essential 
aspects  of  loyalty  to  the 
Party.” 

“Life  is  not  easy  on  a 
nuclear  submarine,”  they  con- 
tinued. “You  rarely  see  the 
light  of  day  because  you  are 
submerged  90  percent  of  the 
time.  You  barely  have 
enough  room  to  move.  You 
have  to  put  up  with  a couple 
dozen  other  comrades  who 
may  smell  bad.  A comrade’s 
bravery  and  dedication  to 
Party  ideals  is  severely  tested 
under  these  conditions,  and 
we  think  that  is  a positive 
thing.” 


While  the  comrades  serve 
on  the  subs,  they  will  be 
trained  in  how  to  load,  arm 
and  fire  nuclear  missiles  and 
torpedoes,  how  to  maneuver 
a sub  without  beaching  it  in 
hostile  territory  or  ramming  it 
into  an  enemy’s  aircraft  carrier 
and  how  to  drink  two  liters  of 
vodka  without  passing  out. 

“The  skills  acquired 
through  this  experience  will 
prove  invaluable  in  later  life,” 
Comrades  Batman  and  Boy 
Wonder  said.  “When  the 
KGB  forces  - we  mean  when 
the  comrades  graduate  and 
freely  choose  a career  in  the 
Soviet  navy,  they  will  be  glad 
for  the  head  start  which 
Loyola  has  given- them.” 

The  submarine  service  pro- 
gram is  part  of  a cooperative 
program  between  the  Loyola 
Commune  and  the  Soviet 
Union.  In  exchange  for  a free 
monthly  shipment  of  new 
slogans,  five-year  merit  pay 
plans  and  special  “Com- 
munists do  it  with  MIG-23s” 
bumper  stickers,  Loyola  pro- 
vides about  2000  able-bodied 
students  for  the  Soviet 
nuclear  submarine  force  for 
the  summer. 

The  rubles  the  students 
earn  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Evermud  Fund’s  Swiss  bank 
accounts.  These  funds  will  in 
turn  be  used  to  pay  for  official 
state  dinners  for  visiting 
dignitaries  from  the  Marxist 


world,  like  Comrade 
Konstantin  Chernenko,  chair- 
man of  the  Soviet  branch  of 
the  Communist  Party. 

In  place  of  money,  the 


students  will  be  given  one 
credit  per  summer  spent  in 
the  Soviet  navy.  Since  only 
four  credits  fulfill  the  require- 
ment, students  will  either 


have  to  serve  the  summer 
before  they  come  to  Loyola 
or  the  summer  after  they 
graduate.

Crews  install  listening  devices  in  all  residence  halls 


A member  of  a prison  work  crew  on  loan  to  Loyola 
trashes  an  apartment  as  he  installs  covert  surveillance 
devices.

Special  work  crews  have 
begun  placing  electronic 
surveillance  devices,  com- 
monly known  as  bugs,  in  all 
of  Loyola  Commune’s  dorm 
rooms  and  apartments. 

Comrade  Jim  Fitzsimmons, 
also  known  as  the  dean  of 
student  life,  explained  that 
Loyola’s  status  as  a Marxist  in- 
stitution has  made  the 
surveillance  devices  a necessi- 
ty- 

“Our  comrades  in  the 
Soviet  Union  and  elsewhere 
have  proven  that  constant 
surveillance  makes  people  far 
more  cooperative,”  he  said. 

Some  students  have  ob- 
jected to  the  listening  devices, 
which  broadcast  to  unmarked 
vans  parked  nearby.  The 
vans  carry  sophisticated 
recording  equipment. 

“I’m  not  too  sure  1 want

Comrade  Fitzsimmons  dis- 
counted student  reservations 
about  the  devices. 

“There’s  nothing  to  worry 
about,”  he  said.  “All  Loyola 
students  are  loyal  members  of 
the  Communist  Party. 
Nothing  they  say  or  do  should 
cause  any  action  to  be  taken 
against  them  as  long  as  they 
stay  within  the  guidelines  of 
proper  party  behavior.” 

The  devices  are  being  in- 
stalled not  to  harm  the 
students.  Comrade  Fitzsim- 
mons contends,  but  to  protect 
them. 

“When  we  hear  a corrup- 
tive influence  in  a student’s 
apartment,  like  a broadcast  of 
the  capitalist  game  show  The 
Price  Is  Right,”  Comrade  Fitz- 
simmons explained,  “we  can 


take  the  corrective  action  im- 
mediately to  protect  the  stu- 
dent adequately.” 

Such  action  could  include

cumstances, the  student  will

PBS. 

“Eventually,”  Fitzsimmons 
said,  “when  we  install  cable 
on  the  campuis,  only  one  of- 
ficial party  channel  will  be 
available  to  aid  students  in 
avoiding  detrimental 
ideological  influences.” 

While  the  surveillance 
devices  are  being  installed. 
Comrade  Fitzsimmons  asks 
students  to  be  cooperative. 

“The  work  crews  are  on 
loan  from  the  Maryland  State 
Penitentiary,  and  they  haven’t 
had  much  training,”  he  said. 
“Don’t  panic  if  they  remove 
an  entire  wall  or  two  during 
the  installation  process.

Comrade  Susan  Winchurch, 
was  the  victim  of  an  unusual 
accident  which  occurred  late 
yesterday.  Winchurch  was 
touring  the  Noxell  cosmetics 
plant  in  Cockeysville  as  part 
of  the  research  for  a features 

piece  titled  “Jesuits  and 
Makeup,”  when  she  fell  into  a 
vat  of  bubbling  eye-makeup 
remover  and  apparently 
drowned  when  the  weight  of 
her  mascara  carried  her  to  the 
bottom. 


Grej^hound  staffwriter 
Erich  Hoenecker  was  touring 
the  plant  with  Winchurch, 
and  said  that  the  possibility  of 
foul  play  should  not  be  dis- 
counted. “1  saw  a short,  dark- 
haired man  come  up  behind 
her  and  push  her  in,” 
Hoenecker  said.  “He  smoked 
a pipe  and  answered  to  the 
name  of  Tom.” 

Winchurch  was  stalwart  to 
the  end,  Hoenecker  added. 
“But  she  was  really  upset 
about  her  makeup  being 
ruined,”  he  said. 


The  editor-in-chief  and 
news  editor  of  the 
Greyhound,  David  Zeiler  and 
Linda  J.  Hallmen  were  killed 
in  a car  crash  on  Route  140  as 
they  attempted  to  return  to 
Loyola  with  their  April  Fool’s 
issue. 

Their  car,  named  Will,  was 
run  off  the  highway  but  what 
one  witness  described  as  an 
exact  replica  of  the  Batmobile 
as  both  vehicles  were  travel- 
ing in  excess  of  70  miles  an 


hour.  The  Greyhound  laden 
automobile  smashed  through 
a guardrail  and  slammed  into 
a tree.  Zeiler  and  Hallmen 
died  instantly. 

The  only  other  clue  to  the 
Greyhound’s  deaths  was  a 
scrawled  note  written  on 
Pravda  letterhead  bearing  the 
message  “Merit  pay  - never 
again!”  Police  have  no  idea 
what  the  message  means,  or 
what  the  significance  of  the 
Batmobile  is. 


Diana  Meushaw,  the 
business  manager  of  the 
Greyhound,  was  crushed 
beneath  the  tire  of  a dump 
truck  Monday,  March  26  on 
the  Ennis  Parallel  behind  the 
construction  site. 

According  to  those  who 
saw  her  last,  Meushaw  drank 
herself  into  a stupor  Sunday 
night  when  she  discovered 
that  she  had  lost  her  keys. 

Comrade  Ray  Parnell,  the 
Director  of  Security, 
reconstructed  the  sequence  of 
events.  “Meushaw,  distraught 
over  the  loss  of  her  keys, 
became  severely  intoxicated 
in  the  Rat  on  Sunday  evening 
between  seven  and  ten  p.m. 
She  wandered  out  of  the  Rat 


onto  the  Ennis  Parallel,  and 
collapsed  200  feet  short  of 
Maryland  Hall. 

“When  a dump  truck  ar- 
rived at  the  construction  site 
the  next  morning,  the  driver 
apparently  did  not  see 
Meushaw’s  body  in  the  road,” 
Comrade  Parnell  said.  “The 
dump  truck’s  left  front  tire 
totally  crushed  Meushaw’s 
skull.” 

The  comrade  witness  also 
caught  a glimpse  of  the 
driver,  whom  no  one  has  up 
until  now  been  able  to  iden- 
tify. “He  was  a smallish  man, 
without  a lot  of  hair.  He 
look-ed  more  like  an  ad- 
minstrator  than  a truck 
driver,”  comrade  witness  said. 


Colleen  Lilly,  assistant 
news  deaditor,  died  slowly 
and  painfully  Wednesday 
March  29  from  overabuse 
and  a lack  of  attention.  An 
unnamed  A-S-L-C/S-G- 
A/M-O-U-S-E  official  abused 
Hallmen’s  peon  into  admitting

Culotta 
carried  a basket  with  chicken 
soup,  homemade  oatmeal 
cookies  and  whiskey,  all  to 
help  her  grandmother’s  nasty 
cold.
